Out of Proportion? 

An increase in the social security tax went into effect 
January 1, 1967. The maximum for an individual jumped 
to $290.40, more than double the $144 tax of 1960 which 
took 23 years to achieve.

Accommodations for 180 
people. Even a Los Angeles 
County Library and Post 
Office were p lUt in. All or 
the equipment and supplies 
being packed over the Stur- 
tevant Trail from Sierra Ma- 
dre. 

On Saturday nights the 
canyon who echo the music 
of the band and the shuffle 
of dancing feet. Here, the 
fisherman caught his limit 
of trout in the cold, clear 
streams. Big Red Pacific 
Electric cars would bring 
hundreds of hikers to Sierra 
Madre, many heading for 
Roberts Camp. During the 
night the Sturtevant Trail 
could be traced by the 
strings of tiny flickering 
lights from the "bugs” that 
lighted their way. (Bugs — 
shiny tin cans with candles 
In them.) 

During World War I, Ro¬ 
berts’ business began to de¬ 
cline, and he turned to his 
old trade, trapping. With 
Elmer Hertwick he headed 
for the back country leaving 
Joe Clark in charge of his 
camp. They built a small 
cabin- at Squaw Valley and 
trapped the surrou.ndi n g 
area, making quite a profit, 
as furs were up in price. 

In 1919 Roberts Camp was 
booming. Five thousa n d 
hikers traveled the trail In 
a single three day holiday. 
One weekend they ran out 
of food. Otis Johnson, a pack 
train operator emptied his 
well-stocked cabin to feed 
the hungry guests. 

Roberts returned to care 
for his camp, leaving Hert¬ 
wick to trap alone. The great 
mountain fire of 1924, fol¬ 
lowed by the hoof and 
mouth disease which quar¬ 
antined the mountains, end¬ 
ing the great hiking era, 
hurt Roberts badly. But he 
managed to keep his camp 
active until the depression 
years in the early 30s. Those 
years, on some weekends, 
not a single hiker was to be 
seen- on the Sturtevant Trail. 
Roberts Camp was becoming 
a ghost town in the canyon. 

Hopes rekindled with the 
discovery of a small gold 
vein in Wintei; Creek Can¬ 
yon. A shaft was drilled, ore 
cars rails packed up, but it 
proved of little value. The 
final blow came diurin-g the 
heavy rains of February and 
March, 1938. A record of 
30.08 inches fell during the 
storm in Winter Creek Can¬ 
yon. Many of the deserted 
cabins along the banks fell 
m the swollen stream. 

Otto Llnwood Rob e r t s 
never returned. He died in 
1939 at the age of 72.
